HOW IS THE WORK GOING 

Students at this university, and probably at other., have de~ 
voloped a habit of askinp a standard question, which is suitable 
for all occasions, practically irrespective of time or place. The 
interropation is couched in the plainest English for it simply is: 
"How is the work going?" Whether we like to indulge in the ut- 
tering of these two words because we are really interested in the 
progress of education or because we find them delightfully useful 
ifor an opening thrust of a conventional conversation depends en- 
tirely upon our mood or upon our mental constitution. The ans- 
wer, however, despite the motive of the question, is usually of some 
"importance for it is generally indicative of the season of the year. 
During the first month or so of the college session- for instance, 
the response is. in the majority of cases: "I don't know yet as I 
bave not started to do anything." The wording, moreover, passes 
through a slow period of transition, until towards the mid-term 
examinations or towards spring it has become: "Absolutely awful! 
1 have so much to do 1 do not know where to start." 

These answers may be taken as the extreme points of an in- 
dicator of study and it would be well if we could all hover in the 
centre section, where there is neither absolute loafing nor frenzied 
cramming. A month has come and gone already and the settling- 
down process should have reached its termination. Yet many are 
occupied continually with activities, which are not even remotely 
connected with their studies and when they are questioned politely 
in the manner referred to, they reply with one voice: "We do not 
know yet as we have not started to do anything." Such an attitude 
is not fundamentally sound and will lead to semi or total disaster, 
■when the hour of testing comes. Work steadily from day to day 
and "examinations" will not be synonymous with "worries."

in the large lecture room of the Phy- 
sics lluiltllng. Those who had at- 
tended were very fortunate to listen 
to M . W. II. t'artmel. who delivered 
an interesting address on "lîadlophonn 
reception";

Ho i* a member of the 10, 
I, Ç. and was originally connected 
with Washington Hureau of Stan- 
dards. , 

Me Introduced his subject by dem- 
onstrating how ether waves arc sol 
up at a transmitting station and these 
arc received at some receiving sta- 
tion where they are both rectified 
ami magnified. These receiving sels 
are capable of picking tip the feeble 
signals which are due lo ether undu- 
lations and mollifying them so that, 
they become not only audible but also 
selective and clear. Amplification is 
due to a current from a plate circuit 
which is fed back into the secondary 1 
so thai the signals which come as 
a result of Jtho ether vibrations are 
uiitensified.. He explained how Straus 
of Austria In 101- and Melsner In 1913 
were the first men to Introduce this 
mechanism which is most essential in 
the operation of radio apparatus. In 
1014 Armstrong of the U. S. Intro- 
duced the variometer which is used in 
the plate circuit — it is a perfected 
form of the feed back. 

There are two types of amplifica- 
tion — these arc: The first Radio fre- 
quency. In this type amplification 
precedes detection. The second Audio 
Frequency. Here amplification fol-J 
lows detection. 

The former type amplifies twice 
while the latter intensifies six or 
scven times. Mr. 'Cortmcl further 
elaborated on receiving circuits of 
common interest, lie- showed how 
important and In fact necessary it is 
to have a low ground resistance In all 
circuits. The tuned primary, is the 
common three circuit tuner while the 
untuned primary which is much sim- 
pler has its tuning done by the secon- 
dary, it is a form ot transformer ac- 
tion. In tuning secondary the prim- 
ary is tuned in relation to It. Another 
circuit ivhlch is a method of attack- 
ing lack of selectivity in single cir- 
cuit receivers. An illustration of 
same Is the liolnhartz receiving set 
which is more selective than the or- 
dinary single circuit. There are num- 
erous other sets which aro employed 
and each has its . advantages. One 
set that Is very effective Is the flctcro 
type In which there are few valves

A hunt twen- 
ty students under the. direction of Dr. 
Wtlliml gathered nt the factory office 
and were met by Mr. ,1. I,. Vallée, 
the superintendent of operations, 'who 
conducted them through the plant and 
explained most willingly the numerous 
things of Interest that were. lo be Been. 

The lour was commenced by a visit 
to lite can nuinttfncliiring department. 
The Sherwln-Wllllains Company make 
all their ow» cans and have the most 
modern machinery tor doing so. They 
arc able to lu rn out two hundred and 
twenty-five thousand cans per month. 

Next came tho paint factory, where 
the students had explained to them (he 
art of mixing and refining the oils 
and lead, etc. used In tho manufac- 
ture of paint. Hverylhtntî is most 
carefully done here, as I he finished 
paint is carefully tested and If not 
ot the required standard is promptly 
analysed and the defect can bo traced 
to the very person causing It. Some 
Idea of the size of this factory can bo 
gathered by! the fact that upwards of 
a million mid a half gallons of paint 
cn bo turned out yearly, or about five 
thousand gallons per day. 

llecauso of the various ulls used In 
the process, a paint factory is In con- 
stant danger of catching fire, and Mr. 
Vallée showed the party the numerous 
precautious taken by tho company In 
protecting their buildings. An auto- 
matic, sprinkler system luis been in- 
stalled, palls ot sand arc • placed at 
various intervals along the walls and 
blankets for 'smothering a blaze tire 
kept in convenient places. The Fore- 
men of. the different departments are 
required to make a tour of inspection 
every! day and see that no oily rags or 
'other combustible materials sire left 
around. 

The varnish factory wan next vlsit- 
'cd and the students here learned a- 
niongst other things that finished var- 
nish unlike palrit must ibe' stored for 
a long period, "fit order to lot it ago 
and so that any sediment will have 
time to settle in tho bottom of the 
tanks, thus only tho purest of var- 
nish will bo applied to the surface on 
which it is being used. 

For this purpusc the company have 

with a great amplification. This 
terminated his dissertation on radio 
phone reception. 

Tho remainder of the liour was de- 
voted lo the answering of questions. 
The radio club is contemplating buy- 
ing an open radio set which would 
be used for Instructive and social pur- 
poses.

He dwelt upon the general principles 
which must be practisud by anyone 
who hopes to be successful in busi- 
ness, stating first of all that capital 
is the first csscntlul to a successful 
business enterprise und that credit 
was also necessary but that it should 
be obtained from the right source, 
from those whose business it is to 
give credit and not those from whom 
one buys. Continuing. Mr. Jones 
touched upon the duties of an employ- 
er towards his employées and stressed 
upon the fact that proper relation be- 
tweon the employer and his omplo-yoes 
is the keynote for business efficiency. 
The managors door, he said, should 
always hi' open to any employee, man 
or woman. 

Mr. Jones next spoke upon the Im- 
portant factors of successful sales- 
manship, winning the confidence of 
your customer is one of the biggest 
es.sentlalb. When offering goods for 
sale; one must know tin; condition of 
the market, too prices of goods simi- 
lar to your own, so that you will be 
better able n> muet competition. In 
closing the speaker advised all who 
•would someday be employed lo study 
•the positions of those working around 
them so thai when ;i higher position 
was vacant then- would be someone 
.capable or tilling it. When asked 
what he thought of a college education 
' as a .preparation for business, the 
.speaker «ait! thai his nephew had

•versity. When the nephew returned

Gill became strong again and Mr. 
Cameron was again found in the Sci- 
ence department as lecturer, this time 
In surveying and geodesy. From 1901! 
till 1S1" Mr. Cameron did a very great 
variety of engineering work over a 
large part of the United Stales and a 
portion of Canada, gaining experience 

as he worked, till in 1912 he came lo

Ottawa as senior asslsla.nt in .the 

dredging section of the department. 
Prom this office he rose to that of 
assistant chief engineer and finally 
last month was given the still higher 
appointment of Chief engineer. 

With the advancement of Mr. Cam- 
eron came the vacancy of Ihe position 
of assistant chier engineer and it is 
worthy of note that the man to fill 
this was also from McGill. The career 
of Mr. Corrivenit is scarcely less in- 
teresting than that of 'Mr. Cameron 
though Mr. Corrivenit will appeal lo 
the coming onginonrs ns of n some- 
what, different type. While Mr. Cam- 
eron chose travel as his method of 
gaining knowledge, Mr. Corrivenit pre- 
ferred rather to seule down a.rter gra- 
liintlon anil grow by tho gradual pro- 
cess of alien!
